The treaty of alliance between his Maje- 
Ty of France and the States-General of the United Provinees, 
figned at Funtainbleau on the roth of Noveniber 1785, after 
a fuitable preamble, contains the following articles, viz. : 
ift. There thalkbe a fincere and conftant friendfhip and u- 
nion between his Chriftian Majefty, his heirs, and fucceffors, 
and the United Provinces of the Low Countries. For which 
purpofe the high contracting parties will ‘be’ molt wan 
careful that nothing {hall occur in their refpective eltates to A 
fturb the faid harmony, and fo far from committing any act o 
hoftility, on any account. whatever, that they will do every 
thing for the reciprocal fapport of their mutual honour and ad- 
age, &c. ; 
vivid. The Chriftian King and the States General promife to 
contribute al! in their power to their refpective fecurity, and to 
preferve themfelves in tranquillity, peace, and neutrality, as al- 
fo the a€tual poffeflion of all their eftates, 
and liberties, and to protest each other from any hoftile attack

Her Majefty’s brother, whofe death is announced in Tuef- 
day’s Gazette, was born on the 16th of Auguft, 1748, was 
honoured by the King of Denmark with the Danifh Order of 
the Elephant, was a Major General in the Imperial fervice, 
and a Loor of Laws in Great Britain. 

This day the Lord Chancellor, attended with the proper 
officers, went to the Houfe of Peers, for the purpofe of pro- 
roguing the Parliament to the 24th of next month ; as did the 
Speaker and two or three members to the Houfe of Commons 
for the fame purpofe. 

The Board of Treafury met again this day for the difpatch 
of public bufinefs,. and, after tranfacting fuch affairs as offered, 
adjourned till after Chriftmas towards the Parliamentary feflions. 

It is generally faid onthe continent, that there will be a 
commiffion appointed.to regulate all that concerns the naviga- 
tion of the Scheldt—but it, is certain that it will not be open- 
ed to the fea ; not becaufe.the Dutch have power to refift the 
Emperor,. but becaufe it is not confiftent with the intereft of 
the French. : 

The fifth article of the treaty of peace between the Empe- 
ror and the States General, as lately figned at Fontainbleau, 
fpecifies a reftriction towards each power to conftruct forts, or 
erect batteries within cannon-fhot of each other. This plain- 
ly thews that they are afraid to truft to each other, and feems 
to look forward to fome future breach. 

The news of the treaty between France and Holland had 
no fooner reached the, Hague, than in the mid{t of their joy, 
they were apprifed that France had made a peremptory demand 
of a confiderable fum Which fhe had incurred upon their ac- 
count in the late war—a blow which the Burgomatters little 
expected from their new ally. 

Since the taxes have been laid on horfes, the country people 
in general, more particularly thofe in the counties of War- 
wick, Chefter, Derby, and Stafford, are more frequently feen 
on the roads mounted on oxen, cows, and fometimes bulls, 
which are in hundreds of inftances equally as tractable as 
horfes. 

When the trading and manufacturing part of Great Britain 
affemble together for the parpofe of preferving their property, 
the focicty is laudable. Such is the Chamber of Commerce. 
Vhey are all men of refpectability, and in a very, very fhort 
time will become the moft numerous fociety in England. E- 
very man of truth and honour is bound to give it fupport, and 
as it is divefted of political views, it becomes a kind of eflence 
inthe commercial conltitutiog of this country. 

The Chamber of Commerce is formed on a plan in which 
there is no party, no faction to direct or advife. It is for the 
guarding againit any minifterial innovation ‘on the rights and 
properties of trade and manufacture. The tteaty between 
France and Holland requires this ‘to be done ; but any corrupt 
adminittration or party, might, for the purpofe of preferving 
dithonourable peace, facritice the very effence of all that is va. 
luable in Britain. Let every trader, every manufacturer, 
look to this and remember, that even to guard again{t the Vo- 
Junteer’s {words in Ireland, a bill was brought in to ruin the 
Britifh manufacture and commerce for ever.

Tt appears probable by the Parliament bein prorogued to fy 
late a period as the 24th of January, that there is not much 
bufinefe sa_lay before them that is likely to ereate debate, and 
coniequently that the Irifh bufinefs, which was agitated la(t 
year, will be poftponed till a future opportunity.

Twodays 
after, he came to the houfe of his fellow-traveller, ‘at nine 
o’clock in the evening, and’ requefted an afylum, faying that 
they wifhed to arreft him for an unhappy affair, and that be 
had with difficulty efcaped from the hands of the infpettors of 
the per. The gentleman communicated to his uncle, the 
perfon who writes the letter to Mr Mackay, thefe partitalars, 
and he immediately fufpected that it mutt be Chameron.— 
They went to M. de Longpré, who, together with M. de 
Surbois and a body of men, repaired inftantly to the place of 
his concealment, and having taken meafures to reader all re- 
filtance fruitlefs, he was fecured, and is now in fafe ctftody.

tion, and of the fame length and breadth ; and has this peca- 
liar advantage, that the only draws two feet and a half water.
